Europe is experiencing the coldest win- 
ter in half a century, the Florida orange 
crop has been frozen, Texas reports the | 
grape fruit outlook has been nipped in the 
bud, but from Juneau comes the cheering 
news that roses are blooming in Alaska.

To the offence of wanting to govefn 
themselves, for which they were attacked, 
the Finns have added the unpardonable in- 
jury of exploding the myth that the Red 
army was as formidable as it looked. They 
have made it an object of ridicule. Its 
prestige is gone. Its faith in its own in- 
vulnerability and in the capacity of its 
leaders has been shaken if not shattered. 

This exposure was bound to fill the 
Soviet chiefs with a thirst for vengeance. 
But it also endangers their places, and 
probably their lives. Discontent easily 
turns into mutiny. There are plenty of 
precedents to suggest the possibility that 
the Red army, smarting under successive 
defeats by greatly inferior forces, might 
revolt. If the army revolts, Russia will 
dissolve into chaos, and Stalin and his as- 
sociate bosses go down. 

The war against Finland thus has 
now the character of a personal feud of 
the Soviet chiefs against the Finnish 
people. These must be ‘‘destroyed and ex- 
terminated” literally, or the new Czar may 
meet the fate of Nicholas. To call off the 
war and admit defeat would be more dan- 
gerous than to order new and more furi- 
ous attacks on the heartily hated Finns. 
Stalin probably dare not “negotiate on 
honorable peace” now if he wanted to. And 
he never wanted to do that. 

Outside countries and organizations 
which are planning to send munitions, 
food and volunteers to Finland had better 
send these quickly and send plenty of 
them. It is no longer a matter only of 
saving the country’s liberty. It is also a 
question of preventing massacre on a 
scale exceeding that in Poland. Should the 
Finnish army fail for want of men or 
munitions, neither soldiers nor civilians 
can expect mercy from the Red masters, 
who have been driven to the verge of mad- 
ness by chagrin and fear,

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The Passing Show 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


The latest British White Paper, issued by the 
Ministry of Information, is entitled “Assurance 
of Victory.” It begins with a quotation from Mr. 
Chamberlain: “The Allies are bound to win in 
the end, and the only question is how long it will 


take them to achieve their purpose.” The rest 
of the paper is devoted to a 
clear and probing analysis of 
the strength of Germany and 
how little she is able to stand 
up under the impact of war. This is not pro- 
paganda or wishful thinking. Every statement 
about the Reich is supported by quotations from 
German sources, from men high in the ranks of 
the Nazi party. The most telling parts of the 
British case are precisely those in which Nazis 
are shown testifying against the false claims of 
Nazism. 


NEW BRITISH 
WHITE PAPER 


The White Paper paints a graphic picture of 
Allied strength. For every person dominated 
by Hitler six have already come in on the side 
of the democracies; for every person in Hitler's 
territory, there are eighteen outside. 

Unlike 1914, the German navy cannot chal- 
lenge the British fleet which has more battle- 
ships, more cruisers, more destroyers and more 
aircraft carriers, And it is the French, not the 
German, navy whioh is the second strongest in 
Europe. Three-quarters of the 191 submarines 
destroyed in the last war were sunk by Great 
Britain during the last two years. At present, 
the White Paper estimates, Britain is putting 
U-boats out of action at about twice the rate 
(1 to 142 a week) of the sinkings in 1917-18. This 
steady pressure, coupled with the blockade, 
takes a daily toll from the haggard Reich. 

% % % 

A report issued in Germany on August 28, 
1939—three days before Nazi troops invaded 
Poland—proves that the Reich has a shortage of 
trained men. To meet this shortage, Germany 
was compelled to mobilize reserves up to the 
age of fifty. A leading German military period- 
ical, the “Militarwochen- 
blatt’, states that Germany 
would be endangered if 
there were not at least 
seven to eight workers behind the lines to every 
one fighting soldier, It is questionable if the 
Reich can maintain this proportion for any 
length of time, under strenuous war conditions. 

Further, Germany’s railways, a vital link in 
any nation’s military system, are not at all 
comparable to those of Britain or France. Since 
1935 traffic on German railways increased by 
80 per cent, but the rolling stock by only 10 
per cent. In 1932, a year before Hitler seized 
power, 400 accidents took place on German rail- 
roads. Two years ago there were 1,000 accidents. 

Germany's transport problems also will be- 
come acute, when the fury of the war is loosed, 
because of her inadequate system of roadways. 
The Reich has only five-sixths as many com- 
mercial vehicles as there are in Britain—al- 
though the German area is two-and-a-half times 
s large. 

Dr. Brinkmann, one-time vice-director of the 
Reichsbank, is reported to have asked govern- 
ment leaders and Nazi officials in February, 
1939, “What is the use of all these airplanes if we 
have no oil for them—and we are still short in 
that respect!” 

Two-thirds of Germany's oil was imported, 
in peace-time, from countries now shut off as 
a source of supply. Although the Nazis now need 
more oi] than ever before, they actually are 


getting less.

Ferdinand Friedensburg, a leading German 
authority, believes the Nazis need about twenty 
million tons of oi] a year- ree times as much 
as in the days Of peace. Where are they to get 
this extra fourteen million tons? In peace-time, 
Germany obtained the greater part of its oil 
from the United States and 
other American countries: It 
can forget about that source 
of supply for the duration of 
the war. The entire Russian oil export, which 
amounts to no more than a million tons a year, 
would be only one-fifth of the total imported 
by Greater Germany in peace-time. Besides, 
petrol, which Germany needs most, forms but a 
smal] part of the oi] exported from Russia. 

What about Rumania? Well, the “whole 
Rumanian and German oil production put to- 
gether would not supply anything like half the 
Nazi wartime needs. Much of the Rumanian oil, 
moreover is of a kind which yields very little 
aviation spirit.” 

What about iron ore? In 1914, Germany pro- 
duced three-quarters of all the iron ore it need- 
ed, with its richest ironfield lying in Lorraine, 
Today Lorraine is on the other side of the Mag- 
inot line, helping France and Britain. 

What about gold? The White Paper says 
Germany’s total gold supply cannot possibly be 
more than $450,000,000. Germany has far less 
gold now than it had in 1918 after four years 
of war. 

What about food fats? One-third of the fats 
consumed in Germany has to be imported. The 
foods came from Russia, China, Argentina, West 
Africa, British India, the Dutch East Indies, and 
the Antarctic. A glance at these names will show 
that most of these sources are now beyond Ger- 
many's reach,

Overcoming a Canard 

Last fall a strange campaign was waged in 
the United States aimed at harming Canada’s 
tourist trade. Nazi propaganda agents were 
blamed for spreading these lies, which were 
widely at variance with the facts, which were 
that tourists were as free to come and go in 
the Dominion as they ever had been, and that 
as far as Americans were concerned, it was to 
their advantage to visit us because their dollars 
were worth more up here than they were in 
their own country. 

Canada has acted vigorously in her own de- 
fence, and it is believed now that much of the 
harm done by this pernicious propaganda has 
been repaired. However, in order that Amer- 
ican doubts may be dispelled completely, the 
Canadian Travel Bureau is running advertise- 
ments in big American magazines in which 
Prime Minister King invites Americans to visit 
Canada during holiday time the coming summer 
and assuring them that there are no restrictions 
to mar their sojourn in the Dominion. 

Mr. King’s invitation followed closely a 
statement by President Roosevelt in which he 
urged more travel on the part of people of this 
continent in 1940. With European trips pretty 
well off due to the war, Canada’s playgrounds 
may well attract many more Americans than 
usual the coming season. All efforts to foster 
this tourist business should be welcomed and 
encouraged.—Regina Leader-Post, 


U. S. Gold 

The United States treasury, with something 
more than $17,600,000,000 of gold buried in its 
vaults, finds itself with a problem on its hands 
which is growing in intensity in proportion to 
its holdings of the yellow metal. 

While the war has unquestionably aggra- 
vated the problem by reason of the increased 
flow of gold to the United States and also be- 
cause of huge purchases by the Allies—which 
must be paid for in cash—it is not the immediate 
cause of the trouble. The cause dates back to the 
termination of the last war which ended with 
the United States a great creditor nation and 
unwilling to settle her debts in any other way 
but in gold. Now what to do with it. If she 
continues to accumulate it, the time may come, 
and in the not too distant future, when, with 
practically all the gold in the world, it may 
prove to have little or no value as a basis for 
trade and commerce. 

E. A. Goldenwesier, federal reserve board 
research chief, in the monthly federal reserve 
bulletin, warns that the administration cannot 
adandon the purchase of gold without causing 
chaos in international finances and serious dis- 
location of domestic business. He admits the 
most satisfactory way to lose a portion of the 
hoard would be excess imports and services over 
exports, Easier said than done. 


Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman of the board 
of the Chase National Bank, advocates putting 
gold back into circulation in the United States. 
A recent survey in the American magazine sug- 
gests the purchase and storing up of certain 
raw materials which are not produced in the 
United States and yet which are vital to her 
interests in peace or war. However, that would 
only be a matter of a mere $350,000,000 and 
could scarcely affect the main issue. 

To the outsider it would appear the more 
logical way would be the immediate granting of 
large credits to other countries, desiring to trade 
with the United States based on the loan to 
these countries of the gold held in the Kentucky 
vaults. This gold might well be loaned at en- 
tirely nominal rates of interest. It earns no 
interest where it is, and never can. Even if, 
when loaned out, it earns no interest, the ad- 
justing of its distribution and the freer inter- 
national trade which would follow, would far 
more than compensate for the non-receipt of 
interest on the gold itself —Winnipeg Free Press.

Your Health — By Dr. Frank McCoy 


A chronic catarrhal inflamation 
of the membrane lining the nose 
is called catarrh by the layman, 
and termed rhinitis by the physi- 
cian. In this disorder the mucous 
membrane becomes inffamed and 
swollen and there is an increased 
throwing out of mucus, as a result 
of continued irritation. 

The blood vessels become 
Stretched and their walls are 
softened while the membrane itself 
may thicken or harden. The 
feels stopped up, or obstructed, be- 
cause of the combination of the 
changes in the membrane and the 
increased discharge of mucus. At 
the start, this discharge may be 
thin and watery, but later on it 
may become thick, being hard to 
remove even by vigorous blowing 
of the nose, 

The patient may complain of a 
feeling of fullness in the nose or 

tween the eyes. A dull headache 
may develop. When the patient 
goes to bed at night, the side of the 
nose next to the pillow becomes 
clogged up, so that he is unable to 
breathe through one nostril.

The sense of smell is often lost | 


when a patient has chronic nasal 
catarrh and the patient may state 
that his food does not taste as good 
as it used to taste. 

The patient with chronic catarrh 
needs a general treatment to in- 
crease the health of the entire body 
A systemic treatment is usually the 
most effective aid in removing the 
irritation which has caused the 
abnormal condition of the mucous 
membrane. In addition, suitable 
local treatment may be required 

I find that the diet treatment is 
quite important in banishing 
chronic catarrh and some change 
in the dietetic habits of the patient 
is generally necessary if a lasting 
“cure” is to be obtained. A large 
amount of the alkaline-forming 
foods should be used, and the use 
of refined foods should be cut to 
a minimum. Constipation is the 
rule rather than the exception in 


patients with chronic catarrh, and 
when it exists, should be corrected 

Daily sunbaths, or a substitute 
treatment given with the ultra 
violet ray, are of value. Sufficient 
sleep, exposure to fresh air, and 


exercise are other helps which may 
be used

The world is indebted to a coun- 
try doctor, Elias Lonnrot, who in 
the middle of the last century set 


himself the great task of collecting | 


the songs and legends of Finland 
Disguised as a peasant he walked 


from village to village, from farm | 


house to farm house, collecting bit 
by bit the folklore of his country. 
In 1835 the first edition appeared 
and contained 12,000 lines. Curi- 
ously enough, the first country to 
Tecognize the merit of the poem 
was Germany, and a German trans- 


lation followed quickly after its 
publication. The rhythm of the} 
poem is familiar to us, for Long- 


fellow adopted it for his narrative 
poem “Hiawatha.” 
and is easy to memorize, 
PEOPLE'S LEGENDS 

Dr. Lonnrot, in his preface, out- 
lines his undertaking in these 
words. I quote a few lines of it: 


“] will sing the people’s legends, 
And the ballads of the nation— 
These my father sang aforetime 
As he carved his hatchet's handle, 
And my mother taught me like- 
wise 
As she turned around her spindle— 
Songs I learned of magic import, 
Some beside the pathway gathered, 
Then the Frost his songs recited, 
And the rain its legends taught me: 
And their songs the birds have 
added, 
And the magic spells the tree tops.” 


Many of the legends go back into 
the twilight of history, long before 
the time of Christ, but Christian in- 
fluence shows in some of the later 
songs. Christianity was brought to 
Finland in the twelfth century by 
an English bishop named Henry. 
The first reference appears in the 
description of the birth of a great 
hero in a manger. It varies some- 
what from our story of the Nativi- 
ty. Describing the stable, 
the cold light of northern stars the 
poem records: 


“Thereupon the horse in pity 


Breathed the moisture of his nos-| 


trils 
On the body of the virgin 
Wrapped her in a cloud of vapor 


Gave her warmth and needed com- 
fort.”

NTERNATIONAL attention these days 
swings partly from European battle- 
fields to the potential trouble zones of the 
Pacific, where two great world powers face 
each other. 

Immediate reasons behind the swing of 
shah are three:

Distance. No map adequately conveys the 
impressive distances of this great ocean, 
for any map showing all of it is distorted, 

For instance, the bulging of the equator 
places the furthest interests of the United 
States in the Pacific (the Philippine 
Islands) nearly 7,000 miles from the Amer 
jean mainland, an almost intolerable dis- 
tance from the point of view of island 
defense. 

The map explains at a glance the rea- 
sons for the argument in Congress over 
proposed naval harbor work in far away 
Guam, 

The navy wants the money as a starter 
toward making Guam a defensible base— 
the furthest westward of all U.S, naval 


bases. At the moment the navy is content 


to spend $5,000,000 to improve harbor and 
fuelling facilities in Guam,

This is opposed by a group of congres- 
sional leaders, who contend that even a 
preliminary fortification of Guam will give 
the Japanese an excuse for hostile demon- 
strations in the western Pacific, while, at 
the same time, it would be the first Amer- 
ican naval outpost seized by the Japanese 
in the event of war with the United States, 
since it is well within their naval defense 
zone, 


Japan, like the United States, has two 
great defense zones to guard her from con- 
quest, or blockade, The inner zone extends 
around the Japanese islands — the most 
vulnerable to naval attack or blockade in 
the world, save perhaps the British Isles. 
Outside that, projecting into and over- 
lapping the American air defense zone, is 
a second, or outer zone, It includes man- 
dated islands near Guam. 


Note how the recent occupation of 
ainan Island, once Chinese, and the Spratly 
Islands, once claimed by France, have 
strengthened Japan's defenses, China's 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, with a 
big axe to grind, predicted that Japan’s 
next stop after Hainan would be Guam, 
then the Philippines and Hawaii. 


The theoretical American strategy in 
the Pacific, according to most competent 
naval authorities, whatever their national- 
ity, should be aimed, not at conquering the 
Japanese navy in the western Pacific, but 
at blockading the vulnerable Japanese and 
forcing them to try to break that blockade,
